ONCE PLANTED LAST A LIFETIME:—Blueberries are not only the largest money makers among commercial fruit but also the best invest- 
ment because of longevity. They pay for themselves, their first crop, and increase with proper care; iasting a lifetime. A few bushes planted in 
the garden will be enough to supply you with luscious berries for years. 
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VERY ORNAMENTAL:—As an ornamental shrub, the blueberry cannot be surpassed. In June the blossoms bloom into bell shaped pinkish 
white flowers. The waxy green leaves are lustrous during Spring and Summer, turning rich red during the Fall. When leaves fall the golden 
brown and various red showy twigs stand out all through the Winter. 


BLUEBERRIES ARE EASY TO GROW:—Set the bushes 4 ft. x 8 ft. in acid soil, moist but well drained. If the soil is sweet it can be made 
acid by adding peat moss or mixing with it a little quantity of pine needles or rotted leaves of any varieties. Plant two or more varieties to 
insure proper pollenization.

Berries ripen about 30 days later than 
Cabot, and continues bearing on after all other varieties are finished, through a good part of August, producing slightly smaller fruit but fine 
in flavor and appearance. Color of new wood in Winter is very rich red. 


JERSEY—The bush grows very large and vigorous. Berries ripen about the same time as Rubel and are largest here listed, wonderful flavor 
and powder blue in color. The color of new wood in Winter is reddish orange over a rich golden brown.
